Struments, and to enliven the meal of the weary 
traveller with cheerful songs. Their age varies 
from 9 to 14; they are tastefully dressed, and not 

‘at all’shy of forcigners, It is a strange fact that 

in places rarely visited by Europeans the popula- 
‘| tion hardly ever insulis them, ‘The natives like 

to view the way you wash, comb, and take your 
meal; some go so far asta touch your clothes, 
and they Jaugh aloud to express their geatification 
at the sight of the stranger from the distant 
country, ‘This may appear a sori of wild beast 
show, bat you get along first rate, create a favour. 
able impression towards the next for ipner they 
incet, and you are not hooted and cursed, neither 
are there dogs set at you, as is the case in walled 
Tientsin, 

All along the frequented roads in Chihli are 
milituy stations and between them, during the 
night, guards armed with muskets. 

February 1st——Crossed the Hoang-ho in the 
morning on a ferry boat without any: difficulty, 
only the banks of this untuly tyrant were co- 
Vered-with ice. The snow-clad shantung moun- 
tains’ presented themselves to our view; they are 
bare of trees, but the sun shining: on the long 
stripes of snow produced a gtand view, You 
might have fancied immense sheets. of linen 
stretched out for bleaching, At ft am. we were 
climbing already high up the mountain side, and 
tested at Tu-chia-meio go Il at the entrance to 
the pass. ‘The sun melting the snow, by his 
powerful rays converted the steep roads into. ri- 
vulets of water and the poor mules had hard 
work cut out for them, At ‘Tu-chia-meio you 
pass several old forts built of stones and still in 
good preservation, showing the imporiance of 
this pass. Now the road ascends ‘higher and 
higher till allat once we found ourselves in a 
broad valley, 1,023 to 1,500 fect over the Hoang- 
ho, enclosed by snow capped ‘tidges rising’ in 
aces several hundred feet perpendicularly,, 
tere and there on outjutting hills you perceive 
castellated buildings surrounded by. trees, A 
shallow but broad stream flows in cunves through 
this wild region, and is-tpanned by two stone 
bridges Goo to B00 yards lon. These bridges 
are constructed of stones 5 fect by 2, but in a 
diJapidated condition, - When we passed, the 
Stream was only 150 yards broad, but the extent 
of these bridges and descris of deep sand on the 

banks showed the size which this serpent, gliding 

smoothly along at present, would assume when 
swollen by melted snow or rains. A large traffic 
is carried on by means of wheelbarrows, wheels 
vased of course. ‘Iwo hand'es in front as 
as atthe end serve to move there caus by 
the aid oftwo men; itis simply work for yalley 
slaves.—Paseed through sho-mi-ten-t6, walled, 
and about halfa doen small. villkyg Aniwed 
§ pan. at Chang chiaso li, where Itred toteach 
the singing girls “Come back to, Er'n,” not with. 
out some success, 

Felusiay  2nd.--Chang-chia is the highest 
situated town in the pass. Fron here the road 
is gradually descending, and a stream: similar to 
the one on the nomherr slope ylides along the 
valley, “The road is rough and: provided with 
rocks of such dimensions in such quantity to 
gladden,the heat fany mountaineer. Reached 
Tigatai roam. 5 Ji, From here the road is 
paved for several miles with days of stone to feet 
by ty. You see’ some of these well finished 
stones lying in the strean showing that this bene- 
Velent work was ‘interupted. Great traffic and 
the accumulation of wheetbarcows causes deten- 
tion; more stone bridges, Ai.ived § pan. at Tai 
Ngan Chu, 50'li,-a place of wealthy appearance. 
A Tajén, travelling ina Taiping car. provided 
with four glass windows, sent mean egg of un- 
ceriain age‘and a cake of undesciiable taste. 
Returned the compliment by a cup of Kinahan's

February 3rd.-Lett Tai, Ngan Chit at mid- 
night and arrived mat Yang Liu Tien, 110 
Ji, and 4 pan, at chiveny, 35 li, ‘The road 
continues in the Nankow pass style, but steep, 
and T walked nzarly the whole way, sometimes 
2,to 3 miles a head of the cart to enjoy the 
scenery formed by ranges of mountains continu 
ally-opening to aur ¥ There is no danger of 
losing: your cart, because there is only one road, 
awd you need noth iy apprehension on ac. 
count. of the natives, besides in the shantung 
districts military, escons on horseback or an foat

as possible. When entering chwanya NE. 
iaile commenced, and I batricaded my door with 
sleeping mats and bedsteads.. ‘The jeunesse 
dordée of the village were rather disappointed at 
my sudden disappearance from the scene and 
hooted a little in and outside the cousyard, 
Well, call it cheering and’get under the blankets, 
you want them this cold night. 

Febiuary sth.—At midnight we resumed our

You cross one 
of the desérted beds of the Hoang-ho duyz out by 
the Taipings, and yg splendid view of the ex- 
tgnsive walls of Chinkians-pu,: for nerly the em- 
poriuuy of the geain teade.—suburbs and adjoin. 
ing turns cover the horizon. The Imperial Canal 
Tuns here from West to East witha tide of several 
knots, and the walled city is situated on the south 
site, part of the suburbs on the northern dank. 
The Ting Pan Chit or Telegraph Station, where I 
niet with a hearty welcome from Mr. Miblensteth, 
and the manager, Ching Lon-y¢, to whom many 
(Hanks, is situated exactly opposite to the N.E. 
coroner of the walled city onthe north bank of 
the Canal, about one..mile from’ the place where 
the passenger boats are moored.

chow will hardly exceed Goo cash each day, 

Reyarding the trip from Chinliang-fa an the’ 
Yangtsze, I will confine myself to a few words 
only, The distance is over io3 wnlles, and boats 
are used, costiny from 3,029 10 8,0co cash accord- 
ing to sice and demand. Down the Canal tothe 
Yangisze the boats take 1} to 2 days having the 
current with them ; the other way 3 to 4 days are 
required, the men having to drag the boat by 
means of the tow line, With favourable wind 
two boats will lash ta;rcther to prevent ‘capsising 
And rush along at a good speed, The boats ane, 
chor at dusk and proceed at daylight. We pass- 
ed fine looking lelzin-stations, large walled Cities, 
for instance Ko-yue, Tea-pd, and Yang-chow, 
oace one of the richest towns in the Celestial 
Eypire. If the traveller has time to spare, it is 
Worth while to inspect the spendid buildings of 
the. last named place, cone: 

Crossing the Yanuisze ‘a fine prospect opens 
to your view, Chinkiang surmounted hy ‘Con.
